Free wills, drawn by trust companies, 


are to figure prominently in a campaign 
to be waged this year, according to a 
statement made yesterday by Attorney 
Dailey S. Stafford, who drew attention 
to the referendum of senate bill 21, 
which is to appear on the ballot in, Nov- 
ember. 


Senate bill 21, frequently alluded to 


as the Sample bill because it was in- 
troduced in the senate by Senator Sam- 
ple of San Diego, was passed by the 
last legislature and signed by Governor 
Stephens, Mr. Stafford said. It prohi- 
bits unlicensed persons and corporations 
from practicing law, and particularly 
prohibits trust companies and other 
similar corporations from drawing wills. 
' ' If this campaign were just a contest 


between lawyers and trust companies 
there would be no particular reason for 
the public becoming interested,' said 
Mr. Stafford. "But when some trust 
companies draw wills they insert clauses 
that are inimical to public welfare. One 
of the most reprehensible 
of these 


clauses is that which makes it possible 
for a trust company to buy stocks and 
bonds from an estate it holds in trust 
and peddle them on the market, or to 
sell stocks and bonds and other prop- 
erty to estates in trust, the transactions 
being made for the purpose of a profit 
for the trust companies and not for the 
estates. The trust companies fix the 
percentage they may earn for handling 
the estate, which is against all rule of 
just law, and this percentage is fixed 
on the gross value and not on the net 
earnings. Under such, a system there 
i's no incentive for a trust company to 
increase the value of the estate in trust. 
' ' The trust company will draw a will 


free of charge if the trust company is 
named the executor of the estate. But 
such "free' wills are often very costly 
to the testator, as is shown by numer- 
ous cases in this county. Not all trust 
companies engage in this practice, but 
some of the largest companies in Los 
Angeles are gross offenders. 


"The Sample bill makes it unlawful 


for any person excepting one duly li- 
censed to practice law. The bill does not 
in any way change th.e present status 
of persons dealing in real estate, insur- 
ance, etc., as the bill exempts the act 
of drawing all ordinary business instru- 
ments. The people should investigate 
this bill carefully in the coming months, 
as it means a great deal to every 
widow and every minor child left es- 
tates under wills. County banks, and 
in fact, many large city banks, are in 
favor of the bill and are not aiding the 
trust companies in their attempt to 
kill the statute. 


"But some of the most powerful of 


the trust companies have raised an en- 
ormous slush, fund to defeat the Sample 
bill. I believe that there will be some 
astounding revelations in this cam- 
paign, and of the kind that will create 
a sensation in fiduciary circles in this 
state."

CAMPAIGN FOR SOLDIERS' LOAN 


OPENED BY GOVERNOR STEPHENS 


Dies Suddenly At 


Charter Oak Home 


Under the auspices of Upper San Ga- 


briel Valley Post, 207, and with Com- 
mander Gordon C. Douglas presiding, 
the campaign in Southern California for 
the veterans ten million dollar bond 
issue was launched on Monday night in 
Covina, with Governor William D. Ste- 
phens as principal speaker. 


Governor Stephens, who signed the 


veterans' welfare measures that were 
passed by the last legislature, is one of 
the chief spokesmen in the state for the 
passing of a bond issue by tho people 
•which will make it possible for ex-ser- 
vice men of all past wars to buy homes 
and farms on long-time payments, util- 
izing state credit. He outlined the pro- 
posed plan, which in fact, is already in 
operation to the extent of three million 
dollars, but which awaits the passing 
of the larger bond issue to make it ap- 
plicable to a large number of the men 
who served their country in the late war 
and in other wars. 


The plan as outlined is to allow an 


ex-service man credit to the amount of 
$15,000 for a farm in the state land 
settlement section at or near Delhi, 
with an additional $5000 to use in 
stocking with cattle and tools. Of this 
money the veternn pays an initial 
amount that is nominal, and the remain- 
der is amortized over a period of forty 
years at a low rate of interest. 


There is also another proposition by 


which a veteran may secure property to 
the amount of $7500, and which may be 
situated anywhere in the state. He may 
also buy a home not to exceed $5000, 
all of which is financed by the state. 
The interest paid will be made to cover 
the cost of administering the veterans' 
welfare board and all costs in connec- 
tion with the measures. 


With the governor appeared Vice- 


Commander Elias V. Rosenkranz of the 
American Legion in the state of Cali- 
fornia, who spoke interestingly on the 
standards and purposes of the Legion. 
A communication from Frank B. Nich- 
ols, chairman of the veterans' welfare 
board, was read by J. F. French of the 
Covina post, urging that the people vote 
favorably on the bond issue in Novem- 
ber. 


The meeting was held in the Covina 


grammar school auditorium, and was at- 
tended by about four hundred people. 
The members of the G. A. R and Wo- 
man's Relief Corps were present under 
their flags and organization standards. 
The high school orchestra rendered ac- 
ceptable numbers, and a feature of the 
evening was the solos by Miss Frances 
Havlin, who gave the spirited number, 
"The Americans Come," and responded 
with an Indian love song. She was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Roy Goodell. 
The 


high school orchestra was led by its in- 
structor, Mrs. Waterman. 


Prior to the meeting Comriander and 


Mrs. Douglas entertained the governor 
and a party of legionaires and friends 
at their home on Second street, when a 
well-appointed dinner was served. Mrs. 
Douglas was assisted in serving by Miss 
Victoria Reynolds and Mrs. J. R. Heeb. 
Those at table with the governor were 
James P. Britt and Lieutenant Thomp- 
son of the governor's staff; Vice-Com- 
mander E. V. Rosenkranz, J. F. French, 
chairman of Legion finance; Dailey S. 
Stafford, member of the Legion state 
executive committee; I. G. Reynolds, 
chairman of the Legion executive com- 
mittee;' Rev. Richard Gentry, chaplain; 
R. N. Cook, adjutant; J. L. Matthews, 
Henry L. Marshall, Summerfield Doug- 
las, and Commander Douglas. 


Following tho dinner the governor 


complied with a request from Leland 
Drew, superintendent of the Masonic 
Home, and visited the children. The 
governor made a very happy talk to the 
boys and girls, of which there are 103 
at the institution at present. 


The governor's .address at, the school 


auditorium was in part as follows: 


GOVERNOR'S ADDRESS. 
" 


"I want to speak about sdldier leg- 


islation. The legislature of this state 
has caused to be passed and I as gov- 
ernor have signed fundamental soldier 
legislation that is now upon the statute, 
books of this commonwealth. This leg- 
islation is the beginning of a plan 
through which we may partially recom- 
pense and do honor to the men who in 
war have sacrificed for us. I have as 
governor made into law the Veterans' 
Welfare act, appropriating $1,000,000 
and creating a welfare board, veter- 
ans' farm and home aid act, appropriat- 
ing $2,000,000 for purchase, and the 
veterans' welfare $10,000,000 bond act. 
I signed them all on Memorial day that 
I might do my part in erecting a monu- 
ment in America, and in California in 
particular, to the lads who are home 
again, 148,000 of them, ready to bare 
their backs and breasts for California 
as they did for the union. 


The plan is that the soldier lad should 


present his application to the soldier 
welfare board at Sacramento. If his 
credentials are all right the board says, 
"Go ahead and select your home." He 
pays a modest sum out of his own pock- 
et and the state pays the rest and then 
gives him a loan for forty years' time. 
All of the deferred payments bear 5 
per cent, and that interest takes care of 
all the interest on the bonds and all the 
overhead expense. So that, friends, 
there is no gift—only the opportunity 
asked for to buy a home on long-time 
payments, and you have nothing to do 
except to vote "yes" 
on the ballot. 


Now, this welfare board was appoint- 


ed by the governor. It consists of four 
veterans and one non-veteran. They 
have been functioning for quite a while. 
Two of their bills, one for homes and 
one for farms, have been declared con- 
stitutional, and we are well on the way 
to put that measure over. It will be a 
bond proposal, a proposal for the state 
to issue ten millions of dollars all to be 
used for the purchase of homes and 
farms to sell again to the soldiers of 
California. This applies to the veterans 
of any war in which America partici- 
pated; however, the soldier must have 
entered the service from California and 
still live' in California. 


Friends, I am asking wherever I go 


that the patriotic sons and daughters 
of America go to the polls in California 
next November and vote "yes" 
for 


this measure, thereby helping not only 
the boys, but helping ourselves. 


ANTI-SYNDICALISM LAW. 


One other thing I want to say con- 


cerning a possibility. .Two or three days 
ago there came to my 'attention a re- 
port that an attempt was 'being put on 
foot to repeal the anti-syndicalism law. 
This is the law that punishes the I. W. 
W. in California. It is the law that 
closes a man's mouth when he stands on 
the street corners and tries to tear down 
Old Glory; that sends to the peniten 
tiary the man that preaches against the 
government and the eounvty. 
I am 


proud to admit that I was the virtual 
author of that law. And now I am ask- 
ing each and every one of you to see 
that this law is not repealed.

E D I T O R I A L 


The Small-Town Problem 


Modern systems of business have a trend more and more 


toward the making of large cities larger and small cities 
smaller. 
,. 


Centralization of business has been advocated and has been 


practiced over a period which began shortly after the Civil 
war, but which has been intensified in the past two decades, 
with emphasis on the ten years just experienced. That central- 
ization cheapens the cost of doing business is a fallacy. 
It 


merely puts business in the hands of a few, who make enormous 
profits, but who impoverish vast areas, so far as the smaller 
communities are. concerned. 


• 
In Covina, throughout the valley, we have seen the fallacy 


of centralization in its relation to the maintenance of a com- 
munity. This community depends wholly on citrus fruits. The 
marketing of soil products cooperatively is a system that c^n- 
not be challenged for its cheapness. But when a marketing 
concern reaches out and begins to buy and sell other things, 
it may be able to save a margin on the commodities it handles, 
but it tends to destroy the competitive retail system upon which 
towns are built. Eventually the towns disappear, leaving just 
a small commissary for a feAv groceries and a few essentials 
that come under the head of local accommodations. 


The centralization of the milling of grain killed the small 


towns of the middle and northwest. Today, in an attempt to 
devise some way in which the country districts may be built 
up again there are serious thinkers who believe that the great 
grain elevators should be replaced by small concerns that 
handle the local grain, thus distributing some of the labor in 
the actual districts where the grain is raised. 


We find the small city and community today suffering from 


the serious inroads or gigantic banking institutions that are 
reaching out to curtail the business of the small bank. "Branch 
banks" of great institutions are being established in smaller 
districts, not for the purpose of aiding in the business of the 
small locality, but for the purpose of "feeding" the big institu- 
tions through the branch, or "sucker" institutions. Every 
small city and country bank not connected with the great finan- 
cial octupus is feeling the drain through the loss of the handling 
of large country estates and through the loss of substantial 
accounts that are being drawn into the maw of the great cen- 
tralized concerns. 


_ There is enough retail business in all lines to be had from the 
city and valley of Covina 'to support a city of ten thousand 
people. But it is lost to the large city. The tendency of 
centralization of business is to eventually make the country 
bank merely a non-profitable depository of small funds; to 
make the department store merely a place to run in and get a 
spool of thread; to make the automobile trade a business of 
one big agency with a lot of little, non-profitable sub-agencies, 
and to turn all the purchases for the farm and orchard toward 
the big city rather than into the local center. 


Congestion of business means congestion of population. 
The 


problem of big city congestion will never be solved until a 
serious effort is made to decentralize business. 


This Fellow Flintham

We wonder if this young fellow, Flintham, who holds the 


job of forester in Los Angeles county, felt his ears burning— 
burning so hot that he wanted to put ice packs on them—;one 
night, not long ago?

that someone is talking about you. 


Well, we were talking of Flintham that night in the green 


Verdugo Hills. Just a bunch of hill men talking about their 
county forester. Maybe the matter is of no importance. 
And

have been important.' For we were praising and not "cussing"

HAS NEW THEORY OF SPEECH 


Came About In Man Through Walking 


Erect and Using Hand* as Hand*,

Why have none of the hlglief tnl- 


nmls developed speech? asks Dr. B. 
Naunyn In the Deutsches Archlvfucr 
Kllnlsche Medlzln (Leipzig). He points 
out that the sounds made by animals 
and birds are Imitative, like the "da- 
da-da" of a happy baby. But th*e In- 
fant progresses beyond echo-speech to 
actual speech, which no animal or bird 
can do. 


And he proceeds to answer this 


question, says the New York World, 
on the theory that man has evolved 
from the lower animals—a theory that 
Is rapidly losing ground among seri- 
ous scientific men—about as follows: 


When man began to walk erect and 


use his hands, the right hand WM 
found more convenient for attack's and 
defense, gestures, and the ordinary 
uses ot life; the left hand being used 
more for carrying things. 


This greater use of the right hand, 


not the more abundant blood supply 
In the left hemisphere (criminals have 
the latter), was what stimulated the 
left hemisphere of the brain to higher 
development. 
This provided Romanes' 


"casual anatomic factor" that distin- 
guishes man from animals and made 
articulate speech possible. 
It is a 


consequence of man's walking erect 
and using his hands as hands. Speak- 
ing and the organ of speech developed 
together. 
The singing of birds and 


their balancing power are by-producta 
of the evolution of their organ of 
hearing, an also music In man, along 
with rhythm and dancing, although a 
rnuaic sense evidently co-operates with 
the Internal ear. 


BARBER BEARS TRADE NAME 


Word Describing Hi« Occupation De- 


clared One of the Curiosltlet of 


' 
the Language. 


Our friend the barber bears a trade 


name, or a nuine of occupation which 
Is related to barbed-wire, barbarian, 
Barbary coast and Barbados. It Is*also 
related to "barbel" which was an old 
name for a poodle dog, and It la also 
related to "barbette," over which big 
guns are fired. It Is one of the curiosi- 
ties of our language. 


Some of these words have come Into 


the English language from the French 
and others from the Spanish, but they 
all go back to the Latin word, "barba,". 
which meant "beard." The French got 
the word from their Roman conquerors 
and clvlllzers and made. It over into 
"barbe" and when a man shaved him- 
self he "barbed" himself, or as per- 
haps we would put It today he "dls- 
barbed" or "d»-barbed" hhnself 
The 


French made a noun to fit the fellow 
who took the beard or barbe off an- 
other fellow and they called him a 
"barbler," and If it had been the cus- 
torn for ladies to barber a man they 
would have called her a "barblere." 
with a grave accent over the first "e." 
The Norman conquerors of England 
took over the word with them and 
finally our Anglo-Saxon, Norse-Celtic, 
Norse-French, etc., ancestors shortened 
"barbler" to barber.—Pittsburgh DI»- 
patch.

The most important element of plar.1 


food is nitrogen; it is also the most ex- 
pensive. There is no other chemical 
clement that compares in importance 
to the horticulturist ywith nitrogen. The 
air we breathe is made up of 79.02 per 
cent nitrogen, and yet the plant that 
grows in it cannot take it into its sys- 
tem except in very small quantities 
without the aid of outside agencies. It 
is also tho element most likely to __ 
come exhausted in our soils as nature 
is continually on the job of reducing 
it to the original state in the atmos- 
phere. It is also likely to be found in 
your soil in a water soluble condition 
subject to wastage through rain and 
irrigation run-off. It is the part of 
good orchard practice to prevent these 
drains upon the nitrogen supplies in 
the soil. 


The sources of nitrogen for plant use 


are organic and inorganic, that is, from 
vegetable and animal matter or from 
chemicals. As the Japanese who was 
juying 
fertilizers 
classified 
them— 


lointing to the nitrate of soda he said, 
'Too inuohy medicine." He meant he 
wanted his- fertilizer to -be derived from 
organic sources. He knew the differ- 
ence between a chemical agent which 
vas quickly available, but also quickly 
dissipated, and one which is in a nat- 
ival organic form and becomes available 
us it becomes decomposed. The organic 
almost always costs more on the market 
han the inorganic and is worth more 
le'causo there is a limited supply and 
ve must have it. The productoin of in- 
jrganic fertilizers is limited only by 
he size of the production plants and 
he power available to run them. 


The organic materials at our com- 


nand can be divided into two classes—• 
ommereial or sacked goods, and raw 
laterials such as manures, eraw, etc. 
Of the former class blood runs from 


12 to 14.5 per cent nitrogen and con- 
tains little of other fertilizing ele- 
ments. Tankage, being a product of 
tho slaughter house also, contains ni- 
trogen from 4 to 10 per cent and phos- 
phoric acid from 2 to 20 per cent the 
proportion depending upon the propor- 
tion of blood or meat and bone con- 
tained in the material from which it is 
made. The higher the nitrogen content 
the lower the phosphoric acid will bo, 
and, again, the higher the phosphoric 
acid content, the lower the nitrogen 
must be. If .the proportion is much out 
of ration the buyer may be sure there 
is some reason to be found in do/storing 
it with inorganic matter. The purchas- 
er of fertilizers sTiould be sure that 
there is no substitution 
for organic 


matter in order to fortify a low-trrado 
material. 


The special office of nitrogen in plant 


feeding is to encourage growth of wood, 
leaf and fruit. A tree starved for lack 
of nitrogen will have small leaves, light 
green or yellow in color, and the wood 
growth will be short and thin. 
Of 


course plant growth needs all the ele- 
ments, but this is the special office of 
this element. 


Next in importance as $ plant food 


is phosphoric.acid. As shown above, it 
is found in variable quantities in tank- 
age, bone, and manures. It is also 
found in certain manufactured products 
Superphosphate is usually made by 
treating phosphate rock with sulphuric 
acid m proper proportion. The product 
is what is called an available phos- 
phate. This question of availability is 
a mooted one. It is true that it is 
water soluble when placed on the land, 
but there are those who tell us that it 
reverts as soon as it comes in contact 
with the lime in the soil. The area of 
penetration after being supplied is said 
by these to be but a few inches. 


The third essential element that is 


liable to be deficient in our soils is 
potash. The state chemists tell us that 
most of our soils are supplied with 
enough of this element to last for 
many years. In such case the way to 
make it available is to give the soil 
an abundant supply of humus, and the 
problem is solved. We are convinced 
that in most cases where the applica- 
tion of potash has benefited orange or- 
chards it would be found that there 
was a lack of humus and the available 
potash applied acted where the natural 
supply was locked up. In tho applica- 
tion of potash salts only the sulphate 
of potash should be used as th'e lower 
jrades are in association with chlorine 
compounds that are not good for citrus 
;rees. 


The fourth element that is likely to 
s deficient is lime. We have rested 


assured for .years on tho statement 
:hat our soils are most of them well 
supplied with this element. But now 
we are awakening to the realization 
;hat we are mistaken, for so many ap- 
plications have been made' on various 
>rchard soils with beneficial results 
;hat we can no longer disguise the fact 
:hat many of our soils are deficient in 
ime and that it is beneficial to supply 
it in many instances.
